IDEAS ARE IMPORTANT IN POLITICS. WHEN ABRAHAM LINCOLN

POLITICAL EORCE, HE DID IT BY FORGING TOGETHER A 
COALITION OF VERY DIFFERENT PEOPLE WITH AN IDEA. 
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LINCOLN'S IDEA WAS VERY SIMPLE. IT COULD BE EXPRESSED IN 
ONE WORD...UNION. TO HIM THE UNION WAS THE UNIQUE, 
CRITICAL THING ABOUT AMERICA AT THAT MOMENT. IT WAS THE 
UNION THAT COULD BRING FREEDOM TO THE SLAVES, IT WAS 
THE UNION THAT GUARANTEED LIBERTIES TO ALL AMERICANS, 

IT WAS THE UNION WHICH MADE IT POSSIBLE EOR AMERICANS 
TO LIVE AND PROSPER TOGETHER AND MAKE A GREAT COUNTRY 
AS THEY DID.

SUBORDINATE INDIVIDUALS.. .TO REDUCE THEM TO INSIGNIPICANCE. 
PEOPLE FEEL THAT. 

WE HAVE TO HAVE THE KIND OF FREEDOM WHICH GOES WITH A 
HEALTHY RESPECT FOR OURSELVES AND FOR OUR FELLOW HUMAN
